Dingley, E/q; being a Propofal for the Relief and 
Eimployment of Friendle{s Girls, and Repenting 
Profittutes. 


? HE care of poor and friendlefs girls, fuch 
as have not yet been made a prey to de- 
bauchery ; or fuch as are defirous to reform 
their diforderly manner of life, is an objeét 
worthy of the mott ferious aatention. ... 

We already complain of the want of inha- 
bitants; and yet, 1 know not by what modern 
refinements, in which neither the laws of God, 
nor national policy have any fhare, we fay, 
The foldier fhould not marry, that he may be 
the more ready to go to war; and barracks” 
will hardly be productive of matrimony. 

Again, we fay, The failor will be nothing 
but a failor, and it will be in vain to encourage 
hin to fpend any part of his time on-fhore; in 
attending the care of afamily. But, what is 
yet more extraordinary, we add, as part of our 
domettic-policy, It is improper in the Domeftic 
to pretend to marry ; and for fuch offence he is - 
generally turned out of fervice, as if he’ were 
an enemy to his country, aud had forfeited the - 
right of protection froin the community.... 

Let the bulk of the people be as foolith, or as 
impious as they pleafe; are thofe who really 
think of their duty, to look on, and fee fuch 
crowds of females become the prey of penury, 
infamy, and difeafe ? Wilkno friendly hand be 
itretched forth, to fuccour thofe who implore 
afliitance ? But whilit we are fhewing them com- 
paffion, we muft take care not to bring them 
out of one kindof idienefs into another. We 
find the laws cannot reftrain them, nor will the 
impofition of laborious tafks, or any treatmént 
devoid of humanity, operate effectually to the 
greatend in view ; we mutt tind them employ- 
ment, that they may be removed from temp-- 
tation. 

It was laft Spring that I propofed to-a zealous 
Patriot and Prelate, to think of the means e¢ 
erccting a Manufectory for making Carpets, 
upon the principle ot thofe of Turkey, for the 
employment -of repenting- Proftitutes. . What 
firlt fuzgeited this thought, was an oitcra great 
Manutacturer made to an Hofpital, which [at- 
tend, to engage for this purpofe fuch children 
as were turned of ten yeargof age. This pro- - 
poial could not take effect; but it immediately 
occurred tomy mind that if children of fo ten- 
der an age could be of fuch fervice, women and 
girls, tho’ unufed to-honeft labor, might be 
eafily taught how to work. And thet this Ma- 
nutacture is of gicat confequeiice to us, is bee 
youd ail difpute. ; ; 

The fuccefs of the Marine Society fems to > 
have at ienyth prepared the way for taking care : 
of the frie-#le!s and abandoned gisls, as well 
as boys. Avout four months fince, I confulted- 
a great Carpet Manufafturer, in hopes af finde - 
ing employment and a provifion for thefe un - 
happy creatures; and he affures me, that thie . 
might eafily be effected. ‘ 

If there was lefs idlenefs amongft the working 
female poor, there would be not only fewer * 
Prottitutes, and fewer beggars, but a moft.enor- 
mous expence in the poor’s rate would likewife 
be faved. If thefe women were confined for a
